Statement of services for which the dccoiation has been 
awarded : 

On 9-11-1997 at Thanjavour District. Pattukoltai Taluk 
due to heavy flood in Pamini River, the villages of Thum- 
bikkottai, Keelakadu and Sembadavankadu were inundated 
with water and the villagers were helpless. At once Paltu- 
kottai Fire Service crew rushed to the spot. Leading Fire- 
man No. 4750 Thiru U. Nagamani, and Fireman No. 5118 
Thiru K, Gandhimani (since expired) jumped into the Pamini 


River which had water to a depth of 30L There they found 
that there was heavy blockage at shutter No. 13 with the 
stock of grass, hayricks and forest plants. They struggled 
in the water current at a depth of 30 J not bothering about 
the grave risk to lives, and with the help of cutting weapons, 
they cut and removed all the blockage from the shutters. 
After that the water level gradually reduced from all the 
three villages. Then they rescued all the people who were 
marooned, to the nearest safe shelter. 

2. In this incident Shri LL Nagmani, Leading Fireman 
No. 4750 and Shri K. Gandhimani Fireman No. 5118, Tamil 
Nadu Fire Service displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

No. 9/5/99-CS.Tl.—'The Rules for Clerks' Grade Examina¬ 
tion (for Group D Staff 1999, to be held by the Staff Selec¬ 
tion Commission Department of Personnel & Training in 1999 
for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies reserved for re¬ 
gularly appointed Group* 0 staff in the Lower Division Grade 
of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, the Armed Forces 
headquarters Clerical Services, Grade VI of the Indian Foreign 
Service Branch (B) pasts of lower Division Clerk in the 
Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs (C) and posts of Lower 
Division Clerk in the Central Vigilance Commission are pub¬ 
lished for general information, 

The candidates who are admitted to the examination will be 
eligible for vacancies. 

(i) in the Centra] Secretarial Clerical Service, if they are 
working in the Mmistries/Offlces participating in the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 

(ii) in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service if 
they are employed in the Armed Forces Headquarters 
and Tnter-Services Organisation; 

(iii) in Grade VT of the IFS(B), if they are employed 
in Ministry of External Affairs or its Missions 
abroad; and 

(iv) in posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Ministiy of 
Parliamentary Affairs if they are employed in the 
Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs, 

tv) in posts of Lower Division Clerk in the Central 
Vigilance Commission if they arc employed in the 
Central Vigilance Commission. 

2. The number of vacancies to be tiled up on 
tile results of the examination will be decided by each cadre 
authority participating in the examination. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selection 
Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix to these 
rules. The date on which and the places at wh : ch the 
examination will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary Group 
‘D 1 employee who satisfies the following conditions shall be 
eligible lo appear at this examination — 

(i) Length of Service ; He should have rendered on T8-99 
not less than five years of approved and continuous service 
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a Group 'D 1 employee or in the higher Grade in Ministries/ 
Offices participating in (i) the Centrnl Secretariat Clerical 
Service, or 

(ii) Aimed Forces Headquarters and/or Inter-Services or¬ 
ganisation or (iii) in the Ministry of External Affairs and its 
Mission abroad; or (iv) the Department of Parliamentary 
Affairs; or tv) Central Vigilance Commission. 

NOTH : (1) The limit of 5 years of approved and conti¬ 
nuous Service will also apply if the total redeemable service 9f 
the candidate is partly as a Group ‘D’ employee and partly in 
posts of LDC (Ad-hoc) in any Ministry or office participat¬ 
ing in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service or in the office 
participating in the Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical 
Service or m the Ministry of External Affairs and its Mission 
abroad or in the Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs or in the 
Central Vigilance Commission. 

NOTH ; (2) Group D’ Employees who are on deputation 
to ex cadre posts with the approval of the Competent Autho¬ 
rity will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible. 

II. AGE : He should not be more than SO years of age as 
on 1-8-99 i.e. he must not have been born earlier than 
2-8-1949. 

The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable upto a 
maximum of 5 years if a candid ale belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Schedule Tribe.

I IT. Educational Qualifications : 

At the time of applying for the examination the candidates 
must have passed the Matriculation Examination of any Uni¬ 
versity incorporated by an Act of the Central of State Legis¬ 
lature in India or an examination held by a State Education 
Board at the end of the Secondary School, High School or 
any other certificate which is accepted by the Government of 
that State/Govt of India as equivalent to matriculate certifi¬ 
cate for entry Into service, 

NOTE : (1) A candidate who has appeared at an examina¬ 
tion the passing of which would render him educationally 
qualified for the Commission’s examination but has not been 
informed of the result as also the candidate who intends to 
appear at such a qualifying examination, will not be eligible 
for admission to the examination.

6. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 


7. A candidate who is m h:is been declared by the Commis¬ 
sion to be guilty of :— 

fj) obtaining support for his candidature by any means 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person; or 

fiv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tempered with, or 

fv) making statements which are incorrect or false 
or suppressing material information, or 


(vl) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for tho examin¬ 
ation, or 

Lvii) using unfair means in tho examination hull, or 

(viii) misbehaving in any other manner in the examin¬ 
ation hall, or 

(Lx)) writing irrelevant matter including obscene lan¬ 
guage or pornographic matter in the answer sheet/ 
book, or 

(x) taking away Question paper or Booklet/Answci 
Book or Answer Sheet with him/her from the 
examination hall or passing it on to the unauthorised 
person/persons during the conduct of the examina¬ 
tion, or 

(xi) harassing or doing bodily harm to the stair employ- 
cd by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examinations, or 

(xii) violating any of the instructions issued to candidates 
aiongwith [heir Admission certificates permitting them 
to take the examination, or 

(xiii) attempting to commit, or as the case tnuy be, 
abetting the Commission of all or any of the 
acts specified in the foregoing clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to Cri m inal 
prosecution, bo liable -

9. After the examination, the Commission will recom¬ 
mend separately to such cadre authority concerned particL 
paring in the examination the names of candidates* who have 
attained the qualifying standard, which will fie determined 
at the discretion of the Commission, Ine names of the 
candidates who are considered by the StafT Selection Com¬ 
mission to be suitable for appointment on the results of the 
examination shall be arranged in a single list on the basis 
of their seniority in the parent Group ‘D* post- The emp¬ 
loyees bolding posts in higher grads will rank senior to these 
in the lower grade. The cadre authority shall take steps to 
appoint them against vacancies deciddcd to be filled in 
accordance with the rules/regulations framed by them in 
this regard. 

10. A candidates must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defects likely to interfere 
with the efficient discharge of his dudes as an officer of the 
Service.

This 
will, however, be absorbed in the subsequent regular in-

12. A candidate who after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it resigns his appointment 
a& a GrohP D 1 ejjjptayee or otb^rwk© q^Us th£ bervice 
or severos hk connection whfr it or whose service are 
terminated by this Department or wfip is appointedd to an 
ex-cadre post or to another service on transfer and does 
not have a lien on a Group T) 1 post will not be eligible 
for appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, docs not apply to a Group ‘D* emp¬ 
loyee who has been appointed on deputation to an cx-cadrc 
post with the approval of the competent authority.
